#piced with personal anecdotes, The last nu-
ber relates some ol the Ineidents whel at-
tended the fipst upl'lennmce of Malibran and
Bontag in London, In 1820, Pasta was then in
the zenith of bher glory, and looked mskanco
upon these new lehts; but they took the town
by stormn, and Pasta’s struggles to retmin the
supremacy were i vain, Tho King's Theatre,
ut which Mealibran and Sontag a red, wis
managoed vy Messts. Lougent and Laporte—the
former an ex-director ot the lialian opera in
Parig, the latter n distinguished Frenen sotor,
They oftered Malibran seventy-five guineas 1or
each performance; the offer was accepted, and
her first appearance was ir the oharaoter of
“Desdamona.” Of a quarrel and s reconciline
tion between Malibran and Sontag the writer
By E—

""'l{ademomllo Sontag was regarded by the
Parfsinng as fhe rival of Madame Pastn, of
Madame Pisaroni, and of Madame Malibran,
Nothing was neglected by the manager which
could stinulate public expectation, prior to the
arrival of the rllntinguis%orj German soprano.
Her beauty, her talents, her draaatic powers,
her ‘romantic history,' were dilated upon In ex-
sggersted terms. A thouennd and ope anec.
dotes were circulated regarding ber; Dukes and
royil Princes, it was smid, were dying of love
for her, and fought duels with one snother for
the privilege of obtaining tickets to hoar
her sing; Paris, Berlin, and other great
capitals were at her leet; dinmond brace-
lets and the moest costly @fta were of-
fered to her by Emperors. The various deviess
put m action succeeded so well that the
musical and fasbionable world wis thrown into
& Jerment, and on the night ot her debut the
front ol the theatre was besteged by an immense
erowd, which was not deterred in the attempt to
glunce at the fair songstiess, even by the acutest
torments of heat and erusting, and the loss of
divers articles of wearing apparel. Before the
season was over Sontag guarrelled with Laporte,
A foolish rivalry had exlsted between Sontag
and Malibran, one of those bitter animosities
which disfigure the history of the opera. M,
Fetls, who was then in London, brought about
& reconcilintion, all the more easily etfected, ns
the two singers admired each otfior, and had
nothing to do with originating the antagonism
which bad been lostered between them by par-
tisans, M. Laporte teok sdvantage of the newly
cewented Iriendship to produce preces 1 which
they could sing together,

The London opera senson of 1830 was chiefly
memoranie fox the appearauce of Louls La-
blache, M. Laporte, in the following season
(1831), introduced Rubioi, the king of tenors
?nd during the same gegson broughtout Muslmr.-i
Josta,

Iu 1532 the King's Theat1e passaed to the dirpe-
torghip of Mouck Muson. by whom German
opera, in ite origlonl form. was presented for
the first time in London. The (amous Schroder
Devrient created an extraordinary sensation in
the opera of Fidehw, The production of this
work wns an event which exercised s marked
influence on the history of music in Englind.
At Lthe close ot the =eason Mr., Mason brought
out Nobert le Diubie, which was then turning
the heads ol the Farisians, To mount this piece
cost the director six thovsaad pounds, The
seenery, whieh was painted by the Messrs,
Grieve, was exquisite, nnd exhibited some new
and ingenious etiects,

The composer came over for the purpose of
superintending the production of the work, but
g0 muny deluys and disgsters ocourred that the

icee talled, and Mason withdrew, a ruined man,

aporte then resumed the directorship, and in
two years the music ol Bellini began to be
f;gmmr, and Grisi was engaged to sing, In
, Lumley, a youne eolicitor, appeared as an

sundantly

assistant to Laporte, and 1o 1838 the name of

the Kine's Theatre was altered by command {o
her Mujesty's Theatre, With tbhe season of 1842
Mr, Lumley became exclusive manager, nnd
tor twenty years held the most promiment place
among the operatic divectors. e writer con-
tinues: —

“To enter on a detailed chronicle of Mr. Lum-
ley’s management would be superfinous, as he
has told his own story o recently and so mi-
nutely, He introduced to Eosland for the first
time many distinsulshed singers and dancers,
and several new operas and ballets. Among the
singers were Jeuny Lind, and the Meadames
Tadolinl, Frezzolini, Sophie Cruvelll, Parodi,
Custellan, Caroline I'Ju:pu-zl Plocolomini, Tiet-
fens, Gardomi, Calzolari, Frasehini, Ranconi,
Belerti, Fornassarl, Standigi, Giuglinl, The prin-
cipnl dancers who appeared for the first time in
Englund during his management were Rosati,
Ferraris, Lucille Grahn, Marie Taglioni, Adele
Dumilatre, Guy Stephan, Pocehind, and St. Leon,
with numerous minor stars. He introduced,
after their lengibened absence, Madame Sout
and the ethereal Taglionl, Mr. Lumley reliec
for suceess, in this season of 1847, on the com-
log ol the ‘Swedish Nightingale,! She did come,
and created such an excitement that, although
nearly twenty yeurs have elapsed since the Apnl

ight when her first notes were heard, the scenc
B vividly remembered by those who bhad share
in it, and thoge who rimply knew b,f' henrsay of
the terrors of a ‘Jenny Lind erush,’

Young Connterteiters in France,
HOW BOYS AND GIRLS QOMMIT CRIME,

Twenty-eight prisoners, chiefly voys under
sixteen years ol age, were arralgned in Paris on
the 26th ultimo, on & charge of uttering base
comn. The scene in coart 18 thusg described:—

“This crowd of cunlprits wus guarded by as

reat a4 crowd ol gendarmes, and as they stood

us all hustled together, pressing against each
other with involuntary familiurity, the gmulp
presented a picture; and we ask ourselves:—*[f
such be the green bud ef vice in the nineteenth
century, what must be the troit when arrived at
the fulfiess of maturity? The whole scene re-
minded one rather of a distribution of prizes at
a village school than the serious trial of a set of
criminals accused of a crime classed among the
freamt In sny country, snd ope which, until
ately, was punished with desth, and even now
by the gaileys tor life,”

The details of the trial revealed some interest-
ing but meluncholy iacts, Butone o! the gang
of culprits admitted the possession of any means
of livellhood, and be wos the chiet. He sold re-
freshments at the Belleville Theatre, and made
hus pince a rendezyous for 1l the thieves, He
was in the bhabiy of gowg round with a basket
containing oranges, barley sugar and ero-

neftes, according to the oustom of French
theatres—the members of the gang ealling him
from Jditferent parts ol the house under pretense
of purchasing Lis refreshments, and thus the
trapsactions of the day were summed up and
registered. The trinl of the band will remain
among the eauses oelelres on account o1 the per-
fect confidence with which the whole drams
was enacted, and the ense with which depreda.
tions to the amount of 40,0004, had been carsod
on by an assoclation consisting entirely of boys,
